Church In France Denounces Anti-Jewish Policy 








By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

NEW YORK—Condemnation of Vichy’s anti- 
Jewish law and information that the Protestant 
Church of France is negotiating for a partial 
revocation of the measure is contained in a letter 
sent to the Chief Rabbi of France by Mare 
Boegner, President of the National Council of 
Protestant Churches of France. The full text of 
the letter, made public in New York by French 
circles, expresses grief over “the innumerable 
hardships and injustices” which the anti-Semitic 
regulations inflict upon the Jews of France. It 
reads: 

“The National Council of the French Protestant 
Church has just held its first meeting since 
enacture of the law of October 1, 1940.° It has 
asked me to convey to you the grief which we 
all feel to find racist laws introduced in our 
country and to witness the innumerable hardships 
and injustices which they force upon the Jews of 
France. There are those among us who recognize 
that a grave problem faces the State in the immi- 
gration of a large number éf strangers, Jewish 
and otherwise, and in hasty and unjustifiable 
naturalizations. They have always voiced ‘the 
conviction that the solution of this problem must 
derive from respect for human beings, loyalty to 


the promises of the State, and the claims of jus- 
tice, of which France has always been the cham 
pion. They are all the more indignant because 
of the rigid enforcement of a law which strikes 
indiscriminately at Jews who have been French- 
men for many generations, and often for cen 
turies, and Hebrews only recentiy naturalized. 


“Our Church, which in the past has known all 
the horror of persecution, feels an intense sym- 
pathy for your communities, in which freedom 
of worship has been put in jeopardy; and for 
your followers who have so suddenly been plunged 
into misfortune. Our Church has been already 
taking steps, and will continue to do so, in nego- 
tiating for an essential revocation of the law. 

“There is a strong bond between your religion 
and the Protestant Church, which men cannot 
sever: The Bible of the Patriarchs, Prophets and 
Psalmists, the Old Testament which lightened 
the soul of Jesus of Nazareth, and from which 
his disciples through all the centuries have drawn 
the word of God. Our Church understands pro- 
foundly the message sent forth from these 
hallowed Scriptures, and her mission on behalf 
of the downtrodden Jews of France is therefore 
all the more sacred. 





Evansville Shuls 
Make Arrangement 
Like Louisville Plan

EVANSVILLE — Evansville con- 
gregations are moving a step to- 
ward the Louisville plan of limiting 
religious services to those who help 
support the institutions financially. 
Admission to High Holiday services 
will be by ticket only, members of 
the congregations being issued 
them free and non-members re- 
quired to pay a fee, probably $5 for 
each of the holidays. 

Letters have gone out to mem- 
bers of the Washington Avenue 
Temple and Adath Israel Syna- 
gogue. The action was. under- 
taken co-operatively after several 
joint meetings. 

Ticket holders of one congrega- 
tion will be welcomed at the other 
congregation as guests. 

The two congregations have 
agreed also upon a plan to prevent 
delinquent members from escaping 
their obligations by simply joining 
the other congregation. Neither - 
the temple nor synagogue will ac- 
cept a new member if he is in 
arrears at the other congregation. 

Tickets will not be issued for 
High Holiday services to any de- 
linquent members, and non-member 
tickets will be sold only to out-of- 
town visitors, the congregations 
going on the principle that all 
Evansville residents should belong 
to one congregation or another if 
they expect the services of the 
rabbis and the other advantages of 
the’ institutions. 

It is understood that children of 
families refusing to join a congre- 
gation will not be allowed to attend 
either the temple or synagogue 
Sunday Schools. 

Special arrangements will be 
made for families which cannot 
afford membership dues, but all 
others will be expected to belong. 
“We're just at the place where 
we must get more revenue,” offi- 
cials summed it up, “and we feel 
that if all the people who take 


| advantage of the _ institutions’ 


services paid their share, we would 
be much better off financially. 
And that’s what we’re trying to 
achieve.” 

Details have not yet been worked 
out, and whether the two congre- 
gations will go to the extent of the 
Louisville plan and forbid even 
marriage and burial rites has not 
been decided.

Holidays, will mark Jewish par- 
ticipation in the British National 
Day of Prayer on Sunday, Sept. 7, 
on the occasion of the second anni- 
versary of the outbreak of the 
war. 

A message to this effect was 
sent out to all synagogues in 
England by Chief Rabbi Joseph 
Hertz. The message declared: 
“Let this be a day of supplication 
for delivery from the terrors that 
threaten our beloved country, as 


well as a time of mourning for the 
thousands of our brethren in Po- 
land and Rumania who have fallen 
victims to the hatelust and blood- 
lust of this most merciless perse- 
cutor.” 


Services in London will be held 
within the impressive frame of the 
ruins of the Great Synagogue. 
Chief Rabbi Hertz will address the 
congregation from the synagogue’s 
historic pulpit for the first time 
since it was destroyed during the 
Nazi air raids on London.

Propaganda In U. S.

Americans today recognize any 
movement to organize race intoler- 
ance as a ‘movement bought and 
paid for by some foreign propagan- 
dist whose interest is to undermine 
the United States, A. A, Berle, 
Jr., Assistant Secretary of State, 
told the closing session of the 
Williamstown Institute of Human 
Relations which met here under 
the auspices of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 

“~ am not speculating about 
this,” Berle told the more than 
g00 delegates attending the insti- 
tute. “I see the documents, Only 
the other day I was reading the 
report of a German agent operat- 
ing from a neighboring country. 
He was boasting that he had done 
two things for his Nazi masters. 
He had, he thought, inflamed cer- 
tain American groups against Ne- 
groes. And he also claimed to have 
taught Negroes in certain areas 
to hate Jews. Actually, the United 
states has been beyond any other 
country the great sanctuary within 
which race hatred has been unable 
to live. From this we have drawn 
that wealth of diverse talent which, 
taken together, has given us world 
leadership. 

“There are occasionally groups 
which disgrace the American 
scene by cultivating intolerance,” 
he continuéd, “and there are some- 
times politicians unscrupulous 
enough to trade on race dislikes. 
But these sporadic movements have 
never had more than momentary

According to the Fight for Free- 
dom office, anti-Jewish reading 
matter in the form of a pamphlet 
issued by Pelley Publishers of 
Asheville, N. C., together with a 
vicious attack on President Roose- 
velt, was carried. in envelopes 
carrying Congressman Fish’s frank. 
One of the pages in the pamphlet 
advertised the notorious and com- 
pletely discredited “Protocols of 
the Elders of Zion.” 
“This is not the first time we 
have found evidence of congres- 
sional frank being used by pro- 
Nazi, anti-Semitic and pro-German 
groups,” the committee stated. “It 
is, however, the first time such 
evidence has come unsolicited into 
our office. If Hamilton Fish knows 
nothing about who uses his frank, 
or when, there is urgent need for 
an immediate re-examination of 
the use of congressional frank.” 
Questioned by the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency, Representative 
Fish stated that he has no knowl- 
edge as to who could have used 
envelopes bearing his congressional 
frank. “It certainly was not done 
by any friend of mine, but rather 
by an enemy trying to smear my 
name,” the congressman said, “per- 
haps by a member of the Fight 
for Freedom, or by a fanatical 
Jew who is opposed to my fight- 
ing against America’s entrance 
into the war.

Demands Ghettos Stay 
When Peace Returns

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Doctor’s Dilemma 








R. G. M. COHEN, publisher, has an editorial 

in his Jewish Post of Indianapolis suggesting 
that I write something about this: “A report 
from a Jewish scientist who reached Lisbon from 
Nazi Germany tells of a number of Jewish doctors 
who preferred to remain in Nazi concentration 
camps rather than secure their release by serving 
in the German medical corps on the Russian front. 
These men were rewarded for their courage in 
defying the Nazis by execution before a firing 
squad.” 

Mr. Cohen even provides a theme on which to 
write: “The flight of these souls from their 
earthly bodies after the sound of the execution 
rifles had been stilled in the bracing morning air 

. how the souls of these men of skill and 
courage had found eternal respite and peace and 
contentment where all dreams are fulfilled.” 

* a * 

Well, it’s not as easy as that. It seems to me 
that the job is more than merely to send these 
doctors’ souls pleasantly winging to Paradise. 
I don’t doubt that they should go to Paradise and 
that they did; for, after all they had suffered 
among the Nazis they were surely entitled to a 
happy ending. 

But before I may send them off, I must wrestle 
with certain problems, of social and professional 
morals that might have troubled me were I one 
of these doctors. 

Yes, Dr. Segal had been months in the concen- 
tration camp and had suffered everything that 
goes with that doom. He had been made to stand 
stockstill in the prison yard for hours at a 
stretch; he had strained his poor old heart to 
perform hard labor beyond the endurance of a 
man of his years; he had hungered on the thin 
soup and crust of bread that are the fare of 
concentration camps; he had prayed many times 
for death. 

He hated the Nazis the more because they 
hadn’t killed him outright but had delighted i 
the sadism of letting him live so cruelly. A most 
conscientious physician, he so respected life that 
he scorned even to think of taking his own 
wretched life by suicide. 

In the solitude of his agony he had contem- 
plated exquisite vengeance. An eye for an eye, 
pain for pain. To contemplate this sustained his 
spirit in the long hours when he was made to 
stand motionless under the hot sun. Finally there 
was no comfort even in this and if Dr. Segal 
thought of revenge at all it was something mysti- 

al that had to do with the Lord God of Hosts 
who in the fullness of time reduces the trans- 
gressors. 

On one of the days when Dr. Segal was think- 
ing fondly of the pleasures of being dead he was 
aroused by a sharp push from one of his guards 
... “Hey, you, Segal, get up and come along to 
the commandant’s office. You’re wanted.” 

Dr. Segal thought this might be the happy end 
of death to which he was being taken . . . The 
commandant came quickly to the point 
“You are a physician, I believe. Well, you’re 
going to the Russian front, in the medical service.” 

“Then I am to be a free man?” Dr. 
Segal’s lack-luster eyes took on the gleam of 
life . . . “A free man again?” 


“For the time being, Segal. We are short of 
physicians on the Russian front. For that reason 
we have had to call on Jewish physicians in the 
concentration camps—for the time being.” 

“Then I shall not be really free?” 

“You are here to obey orders.” . . . The com- 
mandant consulted his note book. “You 
leave the camp for Berlin at 3 p. m. There you 
will be met by proper authorities and be put 
aboard a train for the East. If you refuse to go 
there will be summary action—by execution. 
That’s all.” . . . Dr. Segal was led back to his 
quarters. 

It was noon and he must make ready in three 
hours to go to serve Nazi soldiers at the front 
or be shot. 

Dr. Segal stetched himself on the sack of straw 
that was his bed. He had come to a poignant 
question of morals which he must settle in three 
hours: Should he refuse to go to ease the pain, 
to heal the wounds of Nazis? 

Yes, he thought, not to go would be the ex- 
quisite revenge he had been thinking of. The 
Nazis whose pain he might have made less will lie 
helpless. He would let them suffer pain for pain. 
Pain for pain! It had sung like a chant in his 
heart. Pain for pain! Nazis will lie helpless. 

* * * 

They would shoot him for refusing to go, but 
that would be all right. Death was what he had 
been praying for these many months. He remem- 
bered how glad he was the morning they set him 
against a wall and aimed rifles at him. They 
were only trying to frighten him and he was 
sorry when they pushed him from the wall and 
told him to go on about his work digging the new 
latrines. To be shot would be an instant’s agony 
in place of the stretched out months of pain. 

Yet if he didn’t go it would be the same as 
letting human beings suffer and die; as if it didn’t 
matter to him that human beings suffered and 
died. They were Nazis but human beings of the 
same flesh and blood as his and feeling the same 
pain when they were hurt. The day before yester- 
day they were only children. He recalled whim- 
sically that he himself had brought many of them 
into the world in the course of his physician’s 
career. Could he let them suffer and die? 

The physician’s oath of Hippocrates: He re- 
membered that—to give succor to all men of 
whatever condition. And the teaching his parents 
gave him: It had to do with being compassionate 
and merciful and kind. They said it was Jewish 
teaching. 

By these meditations Dr. Segal came to 2:55 
p. m. In the next five minutes he must make up 
his mind. Whether to take vengeance (pain for 
pain!) and suffer the sweetness of death; whether 
to follow his teaching and go with compassion to 
his enemy and ease his pain? 

We leave Dr. Segal on his sack of straw wres- 
tling with his soul. What shall we guess was his 
decision at the end of the five minutes? 

None of this implies any criticism of the doc- 
tors who chose to be shot rather than serve their 
enemy at the front. Whoever has not suffered 
as they did may not judge them. I join with 
Publisher Cohen in wishing them peace and con- 
tentment under the wings of the Shechinah.

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THE EDITOR’S CHAIR: 

Several weeks ago in discussing 
the possibility of a State Rabbini- 
cal Association, Rabbi Charry and 
I counted on our fingers fifteen 
rabbis in Indiana. Then recently 
while in Huntington, J. L. Brenn 
gave me a copy of the United 
States Department of Commerce 
Census of Religious Bodies, Bulle- 
tin No. 72, which is about “Jewish 
Congregations, Statistics, History, 
Doctrine and Organization.” The 
census seems to have been made in 
1936, although the pamphlet bears 
the dateline: “Washington, 1940.” 

Indiana, according to the census, 
has 44 congregations, with a total 
of 25,494 members. The figure for 
congregations is a decrease of two 
from the 1926 high of 46. In 1916 
there were 27 congregations in In- 
diana, and in 1906, 29. Yet in 1906 
there were only 1,383 members for 
these 29 congregations, which may 
indicate a situation with which I 
am not familiar, but which at this 
writing seems to indicate a mistake 
somewhere. 

Of the 44 congregations in 1936, 
37 had buildings of their own. The 
worth of 27 of these buildings was 
$880,250, while the mortgage to- 
taled $121,925. 

In 1936 the total expenditures of 
385 congregations which answered 
this particular part of the survey 
was $175,951, of which amount 
$48,261 went for rabbis’ salaries. 
In other words, the over-all aver- 
age was about $1,400 per congre- 
gation for rabbis’ salaries, which 
also seems a little odd. At no point, 
however, does the census give the 
number of rabbis in Indiana, that 
the first question, the one that 
Rabbi Charry and I were trying to 
decide, still remains unanswered. 
Yet if there are 37 synagogue 
buildings in Indiana, certainly 
there must be more than fifteen 
rabbis.

Beards or Gas Masks 
Problem In Palestine

JERUSALEM.—Bearded Jews in 
Palestine will have to choose be- 
tween their beards and gas masks, 
since efficient use of gas masks is 
hampered by beards, it was stated 
here when the government received 
a shipment of 120,000 gas masks 
for distribution among the popu- 
lation. 

So serious is the problem that 
the Chief Rabbinate is calling a 
special session to consider it. The 
belief is expressed that the Rab- 
binate may decide that the removal 
of beards is permissible in cases 
where this is absolutely necessary. 






Legislators Becoming Important Source For Bia s Spreading 


EADERS of PM will be more inclined to wonder 

than the ordinary newspaper reader at the re- 
markable variety of uses to which a congress- 
man can be put by anti-Semitic groups. For 
in that publication which carries no advertising, 
pictures were printed of the anti-Semitic material 
which was mailed free in an envelope bearing 
Rep. Hamilton Fish’s congressional “frank.” Mr. 
Fish denies vehemently any knowledge of the 
use of his frank by these dividers of the nation, 
but if a man in such a public office can’t keep 
track of his envelopes and the stamp with his 


name on it, then how can he decide on questions 
requiring more cerebral application. 

Mr. Fish’s denials make nice reading, but to 
the seeds of hate sown by the material his frank 
allowed to go through the mails, they are of no 
consequence. And it does seem a bit unfair that 
between occurrences as the above, between 
speeches like that of Rep. Rankin and between 
Nazi press releases published in the Congressional 
Record, our government should be one of the 
chief sources for the spreading of anti-Semitism 
in the U. S. 


When It Would Have Done Some Good 


‘T AM not speculating about this,’ A. A. Berle, 

Jr., Assistant Secretary of State, declared 
when he told an audience at the Williamstown 
Institute of Human Relations that race intoler- 
ance movements in the United States are bought 
and paid for by foreign propagandists who seek 
to undermine the United States. If Berle knows, 
then the U. S. Government knows, then Pelley 
knows, then Coughlin knows. It is fine for the 


German refugee in the United States to be proven 
right about Hitler, but if only this knowledge 
could have been acted upon before he was sent to 
a concentration camp, or before he was forced 
to emigrate or before Hitler got out of hand, 


then indeed would knowledge have been the pow- 
erful thing that it is hoped Mr. Berle’s facts will 
now be. 


No Kind Wind Will Do It 


HE Zionist Organization of America, when it 

meets September 6-9 in Cincinnati, will have 
before it many problems, but all of these can be 
stated in that one word which is the nemesis of 
most organizations, Jewish and otherwise-mem- 
bership. Beginning with the changed administra- 
tion, with the enthusiasm and the business leader- 
ship of Edgar J. Kaufmann, head of Kay Jewelry 
Stores, the Z. O. A. in the year now closing was 
supposed to amass a membership rivaling that 
of any Jewish organization in the United States. 
But totals today show a mere two per cent gain, 
with the membership now at about 50,000. 

The status of the present membership need 
not make pessimists of those who would see 
Zionism grasp ahold of the Jewish public of the 
nation, but it should make indelible in the minds 


of the organization’s leaders “a principle that 


_other national groups have already learned. Mem- 


berships in Jewish groups, just like that in other 
groups, will be secured only by an intensive culti- 
vation and solicitation of prospects. B’nai B’rith, 
whose story is so much more concretely told, 
knows that only by drive after drive, by efforts 
repeated continuously can membership totals be 
raised and held. Other Jewish groups know this; 
too. When that lesson is learned, when the 
Z. O. A. national administration will be so set up 
that it can make possible this continuous ham- 
mering away for new memberships, then will it 
grow. To wait for some wind to pass over the 
Jewish public and gently waft members into the 
Zionist camp is idealistic, but it won’t make for 
enlarged membership. 


Current Comment 


The Jewish Exponent of Philadelphia disagrees 
with Rabbis approving Hoover Plan for Feeding 
peoples under Nazi domination—It is rather 
strange that among the sixty-two Rabbis who 
issued a statement last Sunday approving the 
plan to send soup-kitchens to the countries under 
Nazi domination there were absent the acknowl- 
edged leaders of the various Rabbinical bodies 
in this country. None of the Philadelphia Rabbis 
is among them, only one from New York and 
one from Brooklyn and only two from Chicago. 
In a matter of this kind, we might have expected 
some expression of opinion by the organized 
Rabbinical associations through their social serv- 
ice committees. : 

There is a Rabbinic maxim which says that no 
examination should be instituted when a requést 
for food is made. Such a request should be 
granted forthwith. It is not, however, because of 
lack of sympathy or brotherly feeling that the 
Hoover plan has met with a cool reception. 
Americans are surely responsive to the cry of 
distress and would come forward eagerly to 
relieve it. 

Great Britain is no less humane and the ob- 
stacles that it put in the way of such charitable 
undertakings have been dictated by a full knowl- 


edge of conditions and not by any feeling of 
inhumanity which would take away a morsel from 
the mouth of the hungry. If any plan could be 
devised which would be feasible and will not give 
aid and comfort to the enemy of humanity, both 
our Government and that of Great Britain, as 
well as the population of both countries, would 
come forward with their bounties. This has not 
as yet been advanced and we should be reticent in 
expressing our opinion before the government 
authorities will tell us that this is advisable at 
present. 

There has been a decided difference of opinion 
on this matter among the various elements in 
the population and Jews, as well as others, have 
taken sides on the issue. Rabbis have a right and 
perhaps also a duty to associate themselves with 
one group or the other in expressing their views. 
It is quite a different matter, however, when 
sixty-two “leading Rabbis,” as Rabbis come out 
with a statement such as was widely published 
last Monday. The average layman, even the Jew- 
ish layman, will come to the conclusion that this 
is tantamount to the expression of the general 
Jewish sentiment, which it surely is not. We 
seriously question the wisdom of such a step at 
this time.
